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The  KPFA  Folio  is  not  sold,  it  is  sent  free  to  each  subscriber  to  the  station.  The 
program  listings  are  published  every  month  as  a  service  to  subscribers  who  support 
our  non-profit,  noncommercial  station  at  the  annual  rate  of  $24.00  (student  and 
retired  persons  subscription  rate:  $12.00  a  year).  All  donations  are  tax  deductible 
and  checks  should  be  made  payable  to  "Pacifica-KPFA."  KPFA  broadcasts  up  to 
24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week  (except  for  the  hours  of  1  to  8  am  each  Satur- 
day morning  when  the  transmitter  is  shut  down  for  maintenance)  with  a  power  of 
59,000  watts  at  94.1  MHz.  KPFB  broadcasts  at  89.3  MHz.  simultaneously  with 
KPFA  at  a  power  of  150  watts  to  areas  of  Berkeley  which  do  not  receive  KPFA.

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Black  Language:  The  Newest  Words

Adam  David  Miller,  long  a  supporter  of  KPFA,  decided 
he'd  like  to  add  another  dimension  to  his  interest  in  the 
station,  that  of  volunteer  program  producer.  His  first  ef- 
forts have  their  fruit  in  a  fine  series,  The  Imaged  Word, 
for  the  Drama  and  Literature  Department.  You  may  re- 
call the  warm-all-over  interview  he  did  with  Maya  Angelou 
and  Abbey  Lincoln  which  was  first  broadcast  in  July,  as 
an  example  of  his  productions. 

In  September,  The  Imaged  Word  includes  A  Look  at  the 
San  Francisco  Bay  Poetry  Scene  (Sunday  2  at  9:30  PM 
and  Friday  28  at  10:00  PM)  and  a  three  program  series  on 
Black  Language,  the  Newest  Words  (Friday,  7,14  and  21 
at  10:00  PM).   Adam  plans  to  be  talking  with  poet  Al 
Young  and  U.C.  professors  Kenneth  Johnson  and  Clyde 
Taylor  and  others  about  the  current  heated  national  con- 
troversy on  Black  language  and  its  place  in  Black  life  and 
the  U.S.  culture. 


"Black  language!  No  chil '  a  min '  better  be  talkin ' 
no  jive  talk.  Go  right  up  side  his  haid  like  grease' 
lightnin'." 

This  statement,  made  by  a  speaker  of  Black  - 
english  is  an  example  both  of  some  features  of  the 
language  and  of  a  common  misconception  about 
it.  The  first  sentence  contains  a  characteristic  use 
of  "to  be,"  and  a  double  negative.  In  the  second 
sentence  we  find  a  characteristic  use  of  vivid  image 
and  metaphor.  Conventional  spelling  can  suggest  a 
little  of  the  pronunciation,  but  it  cannot  suggest 
the  intonation  or  rhythm,  nor  account  for  the 
characteristic  omission  at  the  beginning  of  the 
second  sentence,  (I  will)  Go  right  up  side  ..." 

The  misconception  is  in  the  speaker's  under- 
standing that  Blackenglish  is  "jive  talk"  and,  as 
such,  should  be  barred  from  use.  Not  only  is  this  a 
misconception  about  Black  Language  but  it  is  a 
misconception  about  language  itself.  Language  is 
made  up  of  more  than  just  "talk,"  or  words.  Be- 
sides vocabulary,  there  are  patterns— syntax  and 
grammar— rhetoric,  intonation,  world  view  .  .  . 
All  of  these  features  have  isolated  and  described 
in  Blackenglish. 

Misconceptions  about  Blackenglish,  some 
paralleling  misconceptions  about  the  nature  of 
language  and  culture  abound  among  U.S.  citizens, 
mis-educated  and  uneducated  alike.  Included 
among  these  are  some  teachers,  university  trained 
people,  journalists  and  other  media  people,  and 
lay  folk.  Despite  an  increasingly  overwhelming 
body  of  scholarly  linguistic  evidence  to  the  con- 


trary, evidence  presented  by  both  black  and  non- 
black  scholars,  some  otherwise  reasonable  people 
insist  that  there  is  no  Black  Language,  that  what  a 
preponderant  number  of  Blacks  speak  is  merely 
an  unsuccessful  attempt  by  them  to  talk  English 
good. 

Beyond  suggesting  to  such  people  that  they 
examine  the  evidence  and  talk  low  until  they  have 
done  so,  there  is  little  I  can  say  to  such  persons.  I 
can  and  do  speak  to  those  who  accept  the  presence 
of  Black  Language  and  who  want  to  discover  how 
a  better  understanding  of  this  language  (how  it 
works,  the  culture  of  the  people  who  use  it)  can  be 
of  use  to  them  in  their  lives  and  work. 

To  the  degree  that  language  reflects  the 
world  view  of  its  speakers,  it  is  useful  for  teachers 
and  other  public  persons  to  realize  how  different 
the  world  view  of  Blackenglish  speakers  is  from 
that  of  non-Blackenglish  speakers.  It  is  important 
to  realize  how  much  psychic  damage  may  be  done 
to  them  if  the  language  they  bring  to  school  is  ri- 
diculed or  put  down  by  either  well-meaning,  ignor- 
ant or  hostile  teachers.  To  our  many  ethnics  who 
suffered  humiliation  for  bringing  to  school  the 
language  of  their  parents,  this  latter  point  needs 
no  emphasis. 

There  is  genuine  concern  by  many  over 
what  to  do  about  Blackenglish.  Should  its  speakers 
be  trained  out  of  it,  for  their  own  good?  That  is, 
since  attempts  have  been  made  to  relate  their 
speaking  of  Blackenglish  to  high  unemployment  of 


Blacks,  shouldn't  Blacks  take  on  "U.S.  Standard" 
speech  and  thus  get  more  jobs?  While  this  argu- 
ment is  plausible  on  its  face,  some  say  that  it  ig- 
nores the  racist  nature  of  U.S.  employment  prac- 
tices. It  neither  accounts  for  the  facts  that  most 
White  truck  drivers  and  journeyman  workers  don't 
speak  "U.S.  Standard"  nor  that  Black  college  grad- 
uates for  years  staffed  the  red  cap  corps  of  train 
stations  in  many  northern  cities.  The  apparent  cir- 
cumstance is  that  Blacks  are  barred  from  employ- 
ment now,  as  in  past  years,  not  because  of  their 
language    but    because    of  their   blackness.  Nina 
Simone  sings:  Talk  real  nice,  like  a  lady /N' they'll 
stop  calling  me  Sister  Sadie. " 

The  question  of  the  future  of  black  language 
and  other  related  topics  will  be  taken  up  at  a  con- 
ference-seminar at  Merritt  College,  Oakland,  Octo- 
ber 12-14,  1973.  Sponsored  jointly  by  Black- 
english Teachers,  University  of  California  Exten- 
sion, and  the  Community  Services  of  Merritt  and 
Laney  Colleges,  this  conference-seminar  will  bring 
together  regionally  and  nationally  known  people 
in  language  and  letters,  selected  especially  for  their 
work  with  teachers  and  their  interest  in  continuing 
education.  Such  people  as  Kenneth  Johnson,  Al 
Young,  Geneva  Smitherman,  Eugene  Redmond, 
Mary  Hoover,  and  Ernie  Smith  are  of  such  caliber 
and  experience  as  to  be  able  to  shed  considerable 
light  on  what  has  become  a  national  controversy, 
Black    Language:    Where   do   we   go   from  here?
